Fifth' — Due respect of the local 
authorltieB for Russian consuls. 

Sixth — Russians to enjoy the 
right to acquire real estate and erect 
Structures in Mongolia and the ex- 
tra wall proTlncea. .

— "If the 
necessary appropriationa were avail- 
able, I would establlah poatal eav- 
inga banks to-morrow in 600 addi- 
tional eltiaa and towaa of tka Unit- 
ed States." Thia atatamaat waa 
made to-night by Postmaater Gen- 
eral Hitchcock in view of the re- 
porta thus far received concerning 
the first month's operation of the 
postal savings system. Tha reports 
are moat gratifying to Mr. Hitch- 
cock andAo tha othar oOear* of the 
poatal aavittga aanrice. They are re- 
garded aa demonstrating that the 
new system already has passed tho 
experimental stai^e. 

The certiflcate qf deposit plan, 
which is an innovation in the trans- 
action of poatal saving^ buainaaa, la 
ahowa 'to b« adnlrahly adaptad to Rs 
parpoaa. It ia found to ha raadily 
uhderstood by depositors and aaaily 
handled by postmasters. . 

The total deposits in the forty- 
eight existing postal banks for the 
month of January will amount to 
approidaataiy 4C0,00j9.

This makes for the farmers' inde- 
pendence; It will require of him not 
greator labor but better directed la- 
bor: not more toll but aystom plans, 
methods, organisation that bring 
larger reward* for hi* toil. 

The farmer strives to support his 
family In comfort, to tiriiiK up his 
children well educated, well trained, 
to take their places In tho world. 
Bvidently this cslls for constant 
thought, for a growth year br rear, 
for additions to the farm machinery 
and the home comforts that n»aV* 
the place niore and more to p'-erv 
Inhabitant of It a thint; of beauty 
and 0 Joy forever.
